BOKDER RUFFIAN MURDER AT FORT 9COTT.

Lawrence, ilsy 8, 1858. 

A message has this moment reached me from 
Fort Bcott, giving the roost dutressing socoont of 
the outrs^s upon free Sute men. One was brought 
into the hort on Ibe ‘28ih of April, and sentenced 
to lie shot. Eight rutfians took bim to the timber 
slid drew lots to see wbo should commit tbe deed. 
It fell on Brockett, when he deliberately shot him 
dead, for do offence, but hte optnum. "riie district 
I onrt is broken up. Judge Williams dare* not have 
free State men come there. The U. S. soldiers join 
the guerillas nights, unknown to tbe officers, to 
M-our the country. Seven have been convicted of 
this offence. 

Nearly all tbe settlers have left the Liule Osage 
valley, of all nirties. Eight wagon loads to free 
.t-Ate settler* left in ooe {umpony hist week, who tell 
the most horrible tales of thair sufferings. Haple- 
liHi, the setlleiucnt to tbe Vermont colonv, is Dear- 
ly deserted. Men are shot down in cold blood with- 
out ptovocelion, and all tbe horrors to the Nbennoa 
war ore now felt by that distracted neighborhood. 
Such is the reward of a garrison to troopa, when they 
oijy aid a tyrant. 

Tbe St. Louis Republican pubi she* the follow- 
ing. We place little leliince on it:

In the cnrreapoodence from Censnl Gorham, d-ited 
st Jerasalem, that gentleman says tltot the paopla 
have no adequate idea that there is such s country 
oa the Unitco Btstoo, Imt tnat w* ora mere “outoi- 
ders,” with more pretensioas than merit*! That 
gentlsman, however, aaoioted by Consul-Geiieral D* 
I-non, Rucceeded, by taking a bold and positiv* 
wtsnd, in haing the five mao who committed th* 
dreadful outrages upon the Dickson family arrested, 
tried, convicted sod seolsnced to death. 

It is known that the Mexicans amuse them-mlves 
by firing into American ve-wels, and that the Do- 
minican* alm-e and maltrral American riiizrns wiib 
impunity. In vain have they app-aled for redrew, 
rbere is, however, s show of indignation jn-t now 
against Paraguay. A resolution has p.is*ed tba 
Senate and waits for tbe concnirence of the ilous* 
authorizing the Pie-ideot to reod a naval force to 
that country to demand redress. W uUa cooservo- 
tive. Union-loving men do not want onr government 
to f<o forth a* a huUy, they require that AoMiican 
citizens in foreign pn^ shall be rsspected.
